Dear Sister: 

Will answer your most welcome let- 
ter I reecived a few days ago, I have 
been so busy for a few days until ¢ 
haven’t had time to write much, 1 
am still in Cuba, but will leave soon. 
We leave here the 81st of March for 
Havana, Cuba, for ten days stay, and 
I sure am glad to get some place else, 
believe me, It is so hot here until I 
am almost burned up. You know it 
never gets cold here, It is the same 
all the year round, 

I guess you are having some windy 
weather in old Alabama, now, and | 


guess you all are’ busy with your 


crops. We are very busy in the Navy 
these days. We fire all of our guns 
tomorrow. What we call farce battle 
practice, We fire at a target 13 


miles in range. I wish you could see 


it. It sure is a sight to see. We have 
10 12-inch guns on this ship and 12

Her brother, Ray Adams, was in the 
barn about 40 yards awey. He ran to 
the reseue of the child and also badly 
burned his hands in an effort to re- 
move the child and finally sueceeded, 

The little girl lived about three 
hours. ‘The only time she attempted 
to speak was when the doctor started 
to put her clothes back on. She pro- 
tested. The child tried only to stand 
on its hands and toes which were not 
so badly burned. The lye in the 
soap soon ate away its tongue, gums 
and lips. 

The little body was buried at Mt, 
Zion cemetery at 1:00 o'clock Tues- 
day.
